“use of credit has become almost universal, not only for capital expenditures 
which is justifiable and proper if the borrowings are kept within reason, 


People are urged to buy 
not only necessities ‘but luxuries on the credit plan, with payments spread 
over,aterm of months, or eyen years, The argument advanced is frequent- 
ly to enjoy these luxuries now and while you are paying for them, rather 
than to wait until you have saved sufficiently to pay for them outright; It 
isa fallacious argument, fatal mistake to make. 

-» Complaints are fairly general that the banks will not extend credit at 
the present time, Possibly, however, the mistake by the banks in the past 
is that they extended too much credit too easily, coupled: with the further 
mistake that they demand-too high a rate of interest and thus make it next 
‘to impossible for the borrower to eyer get out of debt once he is landed in 
that position. Many a man, both city residents and farmers, have told the 
writer that having got ihto debt to the banks or mortgage companies they 
had a long uphill struggle to get out.. They found themselves working for 
these financial corporations to meet interest charges rather than for them- 
selves, ‘They vowed that once they got out of debt, they would never get in 
again, but rather would do without things until they could pay for them 
outright, tighten their belt if necessary, and carry on in the meantime. 

It is the man who is carrying,.a.load of debt, paying heavy interest 
charges annually, possibly on no-revenue producing expenditures made in 
the past, who. finds. himself in real difficulty in times of business: depression. 
Any little cash he can get must be paid out again to keep himself solvent 
instead of being available to carry him along until the tide turns again, But 
the man who has followed the policy of “pay as you go,” who is free of 
debt, is the ah Who can most easily weather the storm. Such a man can 
“carry on,” but the man already heavily in debt finds himself in the predica- 
ment.of going in still deeper, and the final result is, all too frequently, that 
he finds himself in an impossible position, so deep in fact that he can never 
get out, :

The restriction of the ranges of 

wild animals occasioned by the ad- 


vance of civilization is now attracting | 


#0 much notice that most of us fail 
to realize how universally the same 


process is going on without human, 


interference, and how much more 
destructive to particular forms of life 
is nature than man, writes Mr. Ger- 
rit Miller. Parts of the Sahara were 
once wooded; with the drying up of 
these forests most of. the animals 
which inhabited them must have per- 
ished . Spreading. of forests 
over grassy steppes has undoubtedly 
heen responsible for the disappear- 
ance of many more mammals than 
have ever been exterminated by man. 
On the other hand we have recently 
learned that the opposite process is 
actively going on; that is, that some 
mammals are now extending. their 
ranges. In the northeAstern United 
States cottontail rabbits are moving

To Be Taught, 


People Must Learn To Use Leisure 
Time In More Efficient Way 
“It is just as unreasonable to ex- 
| pect a child to digest a week's food in | 
15 minutes as it is to expect him to 
absorb mentaily, in 15 minutes, what, 
several decades ago, required a week 
or ten days,” stated Judge Mott, of 
the Toronto Juvenile Court, before 
the Samaritan Club. “And that is| 
just what modern life is doing. A boy | 

in modern times is reared under 
driving stimuli. Fifteen minutes at/| 
a picture show gives him the whole | 
story of a book which would take ; 
the same boy a week to read. 

“The complexity of modern life is 
worse today than at any other time. | 
Hence the difficulty of adjustment,” 
While science, Judge Mott continued, 
had shortened the working hours of 
a man, had improved his food and 
\living conditions, and increased his 
earning power, it had not, as yet, | 
taught him how to efficiently spend 
his spare time. 
The physical and mental causes of | 
delinquency, the speaker said, could 
jbe discovered, but there were only 
| immediate causes. The primal caus- 
es were not known yet, and probably 
| would not be known until man learn- 
ed to use his’ spare time in a more | 
efficient way. 

Judge Mott then touched on educa- | 
tion. Education, he said, used to be! 
considered the dumping of informa- 
,tion into a child’s mind. But that 
conception has been changed. Educa- 
‘tion is, really, the unfolding, the giv- 
‘ing out of something, or, in other 
| words, self-expression. “Every child 
jhas natural urges that seek expres- 
‘sion, and if these urges are suppress- 
‘ed the child will seek some abnormal | 
expression. The lack of expression |

lack of co-ordinated effort there is, 
|mevertheless, a very valuable nucleus 
lof older and experienced players from 
the older Provinces and the British 
Isles to work on if means can be 
found to connect up and. develop 
these efforts. There is no question 
that for popularizing a game the 
| league system ‘has been the most ef- 
| fective, the added spirit of an organ- 
|ized competition giving a spice to the 
|matches which is a great incentive tp 
the gaining of public support. 
|. In looking over information re- 
ceived from the Saskatchewan repre- 
|sentative, Mr. D. A. Grant, of Regina, 
|to the Dominion Football Association 
| (1930), one finds considerable. devel- 
;opment in school football in the 
| western provinces as the following 
demonstrates: f 

Winnipeg, football in all the public 
schools, the games being played un- 
der the supervision of the school 
board officials: Regina, one Junior 
League, 7 teams; Saskatoon, one 
Junior League, 6 teams; Prince Al- 
bert, four leauges, 30 teams; Calgary, 
two leagues, 8 teams; and thirty other 
school teams in different cities all 
under the superivison of the school 
authorities. 

British Columbia has 1,054 teams 
with an average of fifteen players 
each, Operating in junior and school 


jinterest is being taken in the public 
| Schools and steps are being taken dur- 
ing the coming season to get all the 
schools in the game. 

To return to Saskatchewan and the 
|programme of development for the 
| 1931 season, Almost every town and 
village has its sports ground, and 
there need be no difficulty to fit the 
game of soccer so as not to clash with 
any other sports and games enjoyed 
in the district. 

A special appeal through the sport- 
|ing columns of the Press and by cir-

junior league for all grades over 7, 
\including high school pupils. It would 
|be a great mistake to lay down too 
‘hard and fast rules in the initial 
| Stages of the organization as every 
district league would have to solve its 
own problems, and in the event of any 
out of town, rural schools desiring 
to join, a competition would need to 
be so elastic as to permit of two or 
more rural schools entering as a com- 
posite school team. ‘This qualifica- 
tion is necessary to take care of in- 
|Stances where the register of boys of 
playing age is below ‘the required 
number, This is commonly the case. 
| Challenge shields can be purchased 
for the moderate sum of $25.00 or 
| less at well known houses, and medals 
‘suitably engraved for presentation to 

the members of winning teams can be 
purchased for a trifling figure. Such 
| would be a great. incentive to the 
boys, and the trophy a source of pride 
to the school entering the successful 
team. In a competition of this nature, 
even in these difficult times, it should 
'not be hard to raise the small amount 
‘locally to purchase the local trophy. 

| If the local leagues programme as 


outlined can be developed it would be- | 


| come advisable, later, to create a unit 
'of large size, so as to arrange the 
province into conveniently sized areas 
with the end in view of staging a 
provincial-wide “knock-out” cup com- 
‘petition.

Mounted Police Recruits 


Many Applications Are Received For 
Enrolment In Famous. Force 


One branch of Canada’s public ser- 
vice at least suffers from no lack of 
recruits, and figures just published 
showing the number of applicants 
for enrolment in the Royal Canadain 
Mounted Police indicate this colorful 
corps maintains its attraction for the 
robust and adventurous youth of the 
nation. 

For 156 places vacated through 
retirement and so forth in the 
Royal Mounted last year, 2,807 young 
men offered themselves. This was an 
increase of about 600 aspirants over 
the numbers seeking enrolment in 
1929. ; 

The strength of the force, as dis- 
closed in the annual report tabled 
in the House of Commons, is 1,245, 
made up of 56 officers, 1,067 non- 
commissioned officers and  con- 
stables, and 122 special constables. 
This was an increase of four per 
cent. over the previous year. 

The Royal Mounted dealt with 
72,007 cases last year, a decrease of 
10,000 in round numbers from the 
year before.

Over seven 
hundred elephants contributed to this 
collection of tusks, which was valued 
at many thousands of pounds. The 
average tusk of an elephant is under 
fifty pounds in weight, and is worth 
about $150. London is recognized as 
the headquarters of the ivory trade, 
although of late years Antwerp has 
become an important centre for Afri- 
can ivory. Sales take place in Minc- 
ing Lane quarterly, and hundreds of 
manufacturers gather for it. Sales 
also take place in Liverpool.
